New Yonrx Crry, May 7th, 1845. 
SUNDAY SCHOOL UNION. 

The twenty-ninth anniversary of this society 
was held on Tuesday in the Broadway Tabernacle. 
That spacious room was filled to overflowing on 
this occasion with the children, banners, badges 
and friends of the cause.

The anniversary meetings latterly had become 
of double importance, from the fact that the secu 
lar press had taken hold of the subject in earnest, 
and what was spoken to this audience to-night, 
to-morrow would be travelling on horses of iron, 
and nearly with the speed of the electric fluid.

The meeting in behalf of the American Board 
of Commissioners for Foreign Missions was held 
at the Tabernacle on Friday morning, the Hon. 
Theodore Frelinghuysen presiding. Rev. Dr. 
Beecher, of Ohio, opened the exercises with prayer, 
Rev. Dr. Armstrong, one of the secretaries, made 
a statement of the transactions of the past year. 

The field of operation is vast—literally, “the 
world.” Several important changes have heen 
made inthe missions. Dr. Grant of the Nestorian 
mission having died, that mission has been aban- 
doned. In Turkey, religious persecution has 
ceased. French intrigue has thrown much diffi- 
culty in the way of the missionaries in Persia. 
The mission to Jerusalem has been transferred to 
Beyroot. Gireat success has attended the labor- 
ers in Mount Hermon, by the sources of the Jor- 
dan. Considerable has been done among the 
Armenians of Turkey. The missions in Southern 
India, in Siam, Borneo, China and the Sandwich 
Islands, are spoken of as prospering. 

The Rev. Dr. DeWitt made a fine address, 
commending the Reformed Dutch church for their 
efforts in Foreign Missions, Rev. Mr. Hute hina, 
a member of the mission to Madras, next ad- 
dressed the meeting.
